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Flooding in Kansas City kills 15 


KANSAS CITY , Mo. (U P I) - 
Pounding floodwaters caused by as much 
as 12 inches of rain roared through 
streets and swept into buildings Monday 
night and early today, causing deaths 
throughout the metropolitan area and 
millions of dollars in damages. Gas-fed 
fires and explosions followed the flood 
destroying business establishments. 
By mid-morning the bodies of 15 flood- 
related fatalities had been recovered in 
one of the worst disasters in the history 
of the area Nine of the victims were 
found in Kansas City, Mo., four in 
Leawood, K an., and one each in 


Independence and Blue Springs, Mo. 
The disaster, the worst in the city 
since a 1951 flood that caused $1 billion 
damage, forced the evacuation of thou­ 
sands of persons and cut off electrical 
power to 25,000 customers. People were 
marooned in their cars and on roofs of 
their homes. 


“We’re really afraid of what we might 
find out there today,” one police 
searcher said. “We have no idea how 
high the casualty list might grow.” 


The severe thunderstorms that began 
their assault on the city around 7:30 p.m. 


Monday caused flash floods that sent 20- 
foot crests of water surging through the 
area. Early damage estimates were in 
the millions of dollars. 


Gene Katzman, a barber who helped in 
the rescue operations, said the water in 
some areas of east Kansas City rose 
almost to the second level of homes. 


“People were hollering at us from the 
roof tops, things like ‘here we are, help 
us,” Katzman said. “Kids were scared 
and crying. The people were panicked. ” 
Katzman said he was on an 18-foot 
motor boat that rescued 32 persons. 


The prestigious Country Club Plaza, 
the nation's first major shopping center, 
was devastated by waters pulsating from 
flooded Brush Creek, which had receded 
by morning. 
The Spanish-motif, 25-square block 
neighborhood built after World War II 
was also the scene of a huge natural gas 
explosion and fire that gutted three 
stores and damaged three others. 
Sporadic looting was reported in the 
area late Monday but by morning police 
had cordoned off the area. 
More flooding was expected today on 
the Blue River in east Kansas City. Peo­ 


ple in that area were evacuated and of­ 
ficials were not sure how bad the sitution 
might become. 
Many streets, roads and sections of 
major highways were impassable today 
and most businesses and schools were 
closed. 
Fire trucks and police raced to the 
Plaza about 4 a.m. to fight the blaze that 
officials believed was caused by a 
buildup of natural gas after pilot lights 
were extinguished by flood waters. All 
natural gas to the area was cut off. 
There were no reports of injuries in the 
explosion or fire. 
Supervisor control 
of Housing Authority 
sought by Hedlund

S upervisor R obert Hedlund has 
suggested the Santa Barbara County 
Housing Authority be placed under the 
wings of the Board of Supervisors in the 
wake of a Federal Bureau of Investiga­ 
tion probe into financial activities of the 
housing agency. 
Specifically. Hedlund asked the board 
to require the housing authority director 
to become “directly accountable to the 
Board of Supervisors.” 
The Record disclosed Aug. 30 that 
Housing Authority Executive Director 
Fred W. Money had been suspended 
pending an FBI investigation of possible 
“discrepancies” discovered during a 
routine audit of the housing agency 
Michael Lynn, administrative assis­ 
tant under Money, is now the acting 
director for the housing authority. 
Hedlund said he felt the housing 
authority, headquartered in Lompoc, 
“has become an administrative landlord 
for subsidy-type housing and is not 
satisfying the requirements to create 
more low-income housing.” 
. 
Although the supervisor from Lompoc 
said changes were needed because of the 
housing authority's adm inistrative 
problems, his main thrust was to give 
the county administration a handle to 
become directly involved with providing 
Natural gas bill 
sent to Senate 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Hopelessly 
divided on the issue of federal price con­ 
trols, the Senate Energy Committee 
voted today to send President Carter’s 
natural gas bill to the full Senate without 
amendment or recommendation. 
Today’s decision was prompted by the 
failure of supporters of the Carter plan 
to win more than a tie vote on controls, 
which would kill the proposal altogether. 
Carter proposed to keep federal con­ 
trols on interstate sales of natural gas, 
but under a relaxed new ceiling of ap­ 
proximately $1.75 per thousand cubic 
feet, compared with the current $1.45. 
He also would extend controls to sales of 
gas within the same state as production 


needed low-cost housing. 
Both C hairm an of the Housing 
Authority Board of Commissioners 
Stanley Horn and Lynn refused to com­ 
ment on Hedlund’s suggestion. And, 
Housing 
Authority Legal Counsel 
Lawrence C. Grossman could not be 
reacted for comment. 
Meanwhile, the FBI probe into possi­ 
ble misuse of federal Housing and Urban 
Development funds by the housing 
agency is still under way apparently, with 
no end yet in sight. 
“I foresee some time yet,” said an 
FBI spokesman last week in the Santa 
Maria office. "I would say it would not 
be before the next week or two, but 
that’s just a guess.” 
Money was originally asked Aug. 11 to 
take a 60-day leave pending the out­ 
come of the investigation, according to 
Grossman. 
However, 
Horn Friday said the in­ 
vestigation “could take weeks or even 
months” and that the 60 days was “an ar­ 
bitrary figure in theory. We will 
probably have to extend that.’ 
Money was suspended from his $25,420- 
a-year job when a routine audit of the 
years 1975 and 1976 turned up some 
“seeming irregularities in the day to day 
affairs of the Housing Authority,” ac­ 
cording to a prepared statement Horn 
read to the Record. 
The FBI investigation also apparently 
involves former Housing Authority Ex­ 
ecutive Director Richard Mires who was 
in charge of the agency during the two 
years in question. M ires had just 
received a raise to about $30,000 when he 
resigned in December, 1976 after 10 
years in the seat, to go into private 
business. 
Money assumed Mires’ position Jan. 1, 
1977 after eight years as administrative 
assistant at the housing agency. 
Money has not been available for com­ 
ment on his suspension, but his lawyer, 
Santa Maria-based Kenneth S. Biely. 
yesterday said since no charges have 
been made, neither he or his client had 
any comment at this time. 
When the FBI concludes its probe, the 
investigating agent will give a report to 
the United States Attorney in Los 
Angeles who will then decide whether to 
press charges. 


“What happens is that the flood water 
extinguishes the pilot lights and then gas 
builds up,” one utility official said. 
“Then if a spark comes in contact with 
the gas buildup, a bad explosion could oc­ 
cur.” 


Another fire about 20 minutes later 
burned out of control at a cabinet com­ 
pany and officials feared the possibility 
of more blazes and explosions. 
Don Landes, with the Kansas City 
Power and Light Co., said power would 
probably not be restored before Thurs­ 
day.

Hospital to establish 
self-insurance fund

To get needed reimbursement funds 
from the government, Lompoc District 
Hospital directors decided today to place 
$115,000 in a self-insurance trust fund 
with the Bank of America. 
The trust fund is now required by the 
Department of Health, Education and 
Welfare (HEW), if hospitals want 
M edicare reim bursem ent for self- 
insurance. The trust would insure that 
the district spends the money only for 
protection against malpractice claims. 
In setting up the fund, the district will 
lose “ absolute control” over the money, 
hospital Attorney Michael Palmer said, 
but will become eligible for additional 
Medicare payments. 
“Roughly 50 per cent” of the fund 
would be reimbursed, Hospital Ad­ 
ministrator William Diebner said, which 
is about the percentage of patients on 
Medicare or MediCal using the local 
hospital. 
“I don’t think we can afford not to be 
reimbursed,” Board President Frank 
Signorelli said, “We have to get that 
money or we’ll go broke.” 


Lompoc resident Alberta Morgan, at­ 
tending the 7:30 a.m. meeting, expressed 
concern that setting up the trust fund 
would prohibit the hospital from 
spending the $115,000 to buy commercial 
malpractice insurance again. Hospital 
directors have said they would want an 
insurance policy before it implemented a 
paramedic program, which Morgan has 
been pushing. 
However, Palmer said the hospital 
could legally withdraw the funds to buy 
malpractice insurance. 


He added, though, that in doing this, 
the hospital would not be covered for 
claims made involving alleged malprac­ 
tice over the past year. Since last Oc­ 
tober, the hospital dropped a regular 
m alpractice insurance policy, and 
started depositing about $6,000 a month 
in a self-insurance fund. 
The hospital, he said, would be liable 
for possible m alpractice occurring 
within that period for up to eight years. 
Although the hospital board decided to 
put $115,000 in the trust fund, that much 
probably won’t be necessary for self- 
insurance. An actuarial study, to deter­ 
mine how much protection the hospital 
needs, is under way. 
“I’m looking to around $85-$9$4)0Qt” 
Diebner said, basing his estimate bn the 
actuarial studies by other hospitals, 
However, he said he knew of only two 
otter hospitals in the state going through 
similar processes of setting up self- 
insurance funds: “ We’re plowing new 
ground.” 
The hospital currently has about 
$123,000 in its self-insurance fund. For 
the new trust fund, $115,000 would be 
transferred from First Valley Bank of 
Lompoc to Bank of America’s trust 
department in Santa Barbara. 
The hospital district has yet to deter­ 
mine what type of investments it would 
like Bank of America to make with the 
trust fund money and what rate of return 
it should expect. 
According to the district agreement 
with Bank of America, the hospital could 
after 60 days transfer the trust funds to 
another bank if it was not satisfied with 
B of A’s “ performance,” or with the rate 
of return the trust fund secured at that 
bank 


Negotiators OK 
$458 billion 
federal budget 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - House and 
Senate negotiators today approved a 
$458 25 billion federal budget for the next 
fiscal year, making no provision for any 
increase in Social Security payroll taxes 
The House, in a version of the budget it 
passed last week, included the possibility 
of such a payroll tax increase during 1978 
to help put the Social Security system on 
a sound financial footing. 
The Senate version included no in­ 
crease, and this view won out in the 
negotiation. 
The report from the negotiating con­ 
ference said a payroll tax increase is not 
justified now, “given the present state of 
the economy.” Senators feared an in­ 
crease in the Social Security tax, paid by 
employers and employes jointly, would 
increase inflation and lead to a business 
slowdown. 
The conference report, however, urged 
both houses to come up with methods of 
sta b iliz in g th e Social 
S ecu rity 
program. 
President Carter has proposed Social 
Security tax increases, but not until 1979. 
The new budget, which both houses now 
to give quick final ap­ 
proval. applies to fiscal year 1978, which 
begins Oct. 1. 
It carries a $61.25 billion deficit, $9 
billion more than this year. 
The $458.25 billion is lower than both 
the House figure of $459.6 billion and the 
Senate’s $459.9 billion. Officials said the 
last-minute cut involved no policy 
changes but a number of changes in es­ 
timating. 
The spending figure of $458.25 billion 
compares to $409 2 billion this year.

Biofeedback machine helps 
people 'get in touch' again

The soft electrical hum, electrodes, 
wires, flashing digital readout and an­ 
tiseptic atmosphere conjure up visions of 
2001 
The equipment and techniques in­ 
volved in biofeedback may seem 
futuristic, but the underlying concept is 
as old and basic as humanity. 
Biofeedback allows people to get in 
touch with themselves. 
"It would have been developed years 
ago,” said Richard Brophy, “but they 
didn’t have the electronic technology,” 
Brophy is director of physical therapy at 
Lompoc District Hospital and has been a 
primary force behind development of 
biofeedback therapy at the hospital. 
Biofeedback can be defined as the use 
of monitoring instruments, usually 
electronic, to detect and amplify internal 
physiological processes within the 
human body. 
People usually are not aware of what 
is going on within their bodies Biofeed-

WASHINGTON (U PI) - Budget 
Director Bert Lance will be questioned 
by a Senate committee Thursday and 
Friday after he presents a long prepared 
statement in defense of his criticized 
banking practices, it was announced to­ 
day. 
Sen. Charles Percy, the ranking 
Republican on the Senate Governmental 
Affairs Committee, said Lance would 
open his defense Thursday morning with 
a prepared statement that will take 
about 90 minutes to read. 
The committee has set aside three 
hours Thursday to begin its questioning 
of Lance, Percy said. 
Percy also announced Lance’s ap­ 
pearance has drawn so much interest 
that the hearings will be moved Thurs­ 
day from their present location to the 
Senate Appropriations Committee hear­ 
ing room, one of the largest such rooms 
on Capitol Hill 


back units provide a light, tone or 
reading so people can actually follow 
their heartbeat or muscle reactions and 
learn to bring such functions under 
voluntary control. 
“Biofeedback is a new technique for 
teaching people to maximize their poten­ 
tial,” said Brophy, “ It is simply another 
mode of physical therapy.” 
Biofeedback can be used to aid 
recovery in stroke patients, to provide 
control for those with muscular or cir­ 
culatory diseases and to lessen migraine 
and tension headaches. 
Brophy said it appears biofeedback 
could be more and more useful in con­ 
trolling stress-related diseases 
When first introduced a few years ago, 
biofeedback techniques were hailed as a 
panacea and exotic uses developed. 
Brophy said biofeedback use at Lompoc 
Hospital is limited. 
“We are doing the things that have 
been shown to work, those techniques 
with clinical value.” he said. 
Brophy told of one woman patient with 
Raynaud's disease, who, with the use of 
biofeedback, has learned to live comfor­ 
tably with the illness 
Raynaud’s Disease is characterized by 
poor circulation to the hands, leaving 
them cold and the patient uncomfor­ 
table. Brophy said the woman had 
learned to raise the temperature of her 
hands from 64 degrees to 95 degrees in 
three minutes by controlling her circula­ 
tion. 
The disease is by no means cured, but 
the woman is now able to live in relative 
comfort. 
Biofeedback is also valuable in 
rehabilitating stroke victims, because 
the machines can detect even the sl­ 
ightest muscle movement and this 
provides encouragement to the patient. 
The patient may not be able to jee move­ 
ment in his or te r foot, for instance, but 
the machine will register motion and as­ 
sure the patient progress is being made 
Robert Milligan, an assistant physical 
therapist at the hospital, has been work­ 
ing with Reuben Wilkinson, a stroke vic­ 
tim. at the Lompoc Convalescent and 
Residential Care Center for over a year.

EDWARDS AIR FORCE BASE (UPI) 
— The shuttle orbiter Enterprise with 
two astronauts at the controls blasted 
away from its jumbo jet mother ship to­ 
day and glided in for a perfect landing on 
a dry lake bed runway. 
It was the second free flight of the 
Enterprise, the 75-ton spaceship that will 
be in the forefront of America’s space 
program for the rest of this century. 
Bolted to the back of its mother ship, 
the Enterprise took off from this desert 
test site at 8 a.m. PDT and climbed to an 
a ltitu d e of 28,800 fe e t for the 
critical separation maneuver. 
The separation was delayed for about 
three minutes when mission control in 
Houston lost radar contact but the delay 
caused no apparent problems. 
Explosive bolts blew the spaceship up 
and away from the Boeing 747. The 
Enterprise veered right and began mak­ 
ing a U -turn for its five-m inute 
powerless flight back to earth. 
The gliding spaceship reached a speed 
of more than 330 miles per hour and per­ 
formed several maneuvers to test its 
aerodynamics and its flying ability 
before air brakes were used to slow it 
down to a landing speed of about 250 
mph. 
Astronauts Joe Engle and Richard 
Truly alternately used both a control 
stick and a computer to test the ship’s 
flight characteristics at various speeds. 
The Enterprise made a perfect landing 
at 8:54 a.m. PDT 


The spaceship is to begin making 
round-trips to outer space and back with 
men and equipment during the 1980s. Its 
engines function in space but cannot 
work in the earth’s atmosphere. 


Like the first free flight, the second 
was a near perfect demonstration of the 
Enterprise’s aeronautics. The second 
free flight originally was scheduled for 
Aug. 30 but was postponed after a 
tropical storm drenched the desert 
runways. 
Execution order 
stay refused 
by Florida judge 


TALLAHASSEE. FL». (UPI) - Cir- 
cuit Judge John Rudd today refused to 
stay the execution of condemned mur­ 
derer John Spinkellink, calling the last 
minute move “a frivolous, sham motion 
filed to delay and circumvent justice.” 
Defense attorney Andrew Graham 
said he will go to the State Supreme 
Court, today if possible, to try to head off 
the execution, now scheduled for Mon­ 
day. 
“This defendant has had over four 
years in court,” said Rudd, who 
sentenced the California prison escapee 
to die for the 1973 murder in a Tallahas­ 
see motel of a fellow escapee 
Graham attacked validity of the death 
penalty, and the method in which it is ap­ 
plied. He said a person who murders a 
white person is twice as likely to go the 
chair as one who kills a black victim. 
Rudd said half of Graham’s points had 
already been settled when the state and 
U.S. Supreme Courts upheld the convic­ 
tion and sentence and the otters “at­ 
tacked the system” and philosophy of 
capital punishment. 
“I am not interested in philosophy or 
issues that have been settled or waived,” 
said Rudd 
He gave a tongue-lashing to Graham 
when the attorney suggested that Rudd 
file his written order of denial quickly so 
he can perfect his appeal. 
Graham said he’ll ask the Supreme 
Court to delay the Monday execution 
while it considers Rudd’s actions. 
If all else fails, he said, he will apply to 
Gov. Reubin Askew for a stay. 
Askew signed the death warrant for 
the convicted murderer Monday. "Ob­ 
viously, no one relishes this respon­ 
sibility.” said press secretary Paul 
Schnitt, “ but it’s one which he intends to 
fulfill.”

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New racial quota brief 
given to President Carter

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
Ju s tic e 
D ep artm e n t 
h as 
submitted to President Carter a 
"new” draft brief on the sub­ 
ject of racial quotas and affir­ 
mative action program s to 
redress past discrimination, 
and expects a decision this 
week, officials say. 
Rep. Parren Mitchell, D-Md., 
chairman of the Congressional 
Black Caucus said Monday he 
expects the brief will support 
the programs in a major civil 
rights case now before the 
Supreme Court. 
The question of whether the 
Carter 
administration 
would 
take a stand — and. if so, what 
stand it would take — has 
bounced around Washington for 
weeks. 
It is understood that a 
number of possible "friend of 
the court” briefs have been 
written since the Suprem e 
Court agreed to rule on a case 


involving Allan Bakke, a white 
who was denied admission to 
the University of California 
medical school at Davis. 
Bakke claimed his rights 
were violated when less- 
qualified minority members 
were admitted under a special 
program that set aside 16 of the 
100 places in entering classes 
for 
"disadvantaged” 
appli­ 
cants 
He won his case in the 
California Supreme Court, and 
the university appealed. 
There has been considerable 
published speculation about the 
brief the Justice Department 
submitted to President Carter. 
According to Justice Depart­ 
ment spokesman Robert Havel, 
two proposed briefs have gone 
to the White House — one two 
weeks ago and another last Fri­ 
day. 
Havel told UPI the Friday 
brief analyzed both sides of the 


case but drew no conclusions, 
as the first brief had. Conclu­ 
sions were added in a "state­ 
ment of principles” sent to the 
White House Saturday, he said 
Attorney General Griffin Bell 
told reporters Carter had ap­ 
proved "the concept” submit­ 
ted to him. 
Solicitor General Wade Mc- 
Cree Jr and Assistant Attorney 
General Drew Days III, who 
wrote the earlier drafts, are 
now working on a final version, 
presumably merging the Fri­ 
day draft with the Saturday 
"principles.” 
Officials said they expect it to 
be approved and publicized 
within a few days 
Rep. Mitchell cam e away 
from a conference with McCree 
Monday saying he was optimis­ 
tic that the final brief would be 
altered from a draft which 
failed to strongly advocate af­ 
firmative action

“ I have every confidence 
right will prevail in this case 
and that the correct result is 
forthcoming,” said attorney 
Sanford Rosen. “ The correct 
result is that somebody is liable 
for those killings and woun-

She said 
before she was interviewed by 
Penthouse she telephoned two 
officials in the CIA to find out if 
any Copley News Serv ice 
employe had ever been on the 
agency’s payroll. 
"They promised me we had 
not.” Mrs Copley reported 


Mrs. Copley relayed the 
CIA’s information to the m aga­ 
zine reporters, but she said, 
"They ran the story anyway.” 
"They claimed that 23 CNS 
reporters were involved and on 
the payroll,” she said. "We 
didn’t have 23 Copley News Ser­ 
vice reporters.

$27 million in taxes 
spent on abortions 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - In 
the first report of its kind, the 
state Department of Health has 
disclosed that $27 million in tax 
dollars was spent to finance an 
estimated 77.000 MediCal abor­ 
tions last year, including $11 
million which went for physi­ 
cian fees 
Until now 90 per cent of the 
cost has been paid by the 
federal government 
But last 
month, the Carter administra­ 
tion decided against further use 
of taxpayer funds for abortions 
for the needy 
Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr. 
has directed the health depart­ 
ment to proceed with MediCal 
abortions with the state paying 
the federal cost Brown did not 
say how long California will 
continue paying the whole bill. 
The report is the first of its 
kind in which the department 
estimated the total number of 
abortions and assigned a cost 
figure, a department spokes­ 
man said 
Department 
figures show 
that the average cost last year 
of a MediCal abortion requir­ 
ing hospitalization was $600, 
while a routine one performed 
on an outpatient basis was 
about $310 Two percent of the 
77.000 state-financed abortions 
cost $900 or more 
Of the $27 million paid out for 


the program, doctors’ fees and 
services accounted for 39 4 per 
cent or $10 9 million dollars. 
Service charges for outpatient 
clinics and hospitals cost $9.2 
million or 33 2 per cent of the 
total budget, while abortions 
requiring hospitalization ac­ 
counted for $7 6 million or 27.4 
per cent. 
In 1976 there were 142.593 
publicly and privately financed 
abortion s reported to the 
department. Just over half of 
them were paid for by Medi­ 
Cal. the state’s health care 
program for the needy. 
Most of the women receiving 
abortions in California were un­ 
der the age of 25, white, un­ 
married. and pregnant for the 
second, third or fourth time, 
statistics show. 


They showed that that 69 8 
per cent of those terminating 
their pregnancies were white 
and 16.5 per cent were black 
Other ethnic groups accounted 
for the remainder * 


Under the MediCal program. 
57,000 of the abortions were per­ 
formed at community hospi­ 
tals while 8.000 women used 
county-supported 
hospitals. 
Clinics handled 6,000 abortions 
and another 6.000 women un­ 
derwent the medical procedure 
in doctors’ offices.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
Civil Aeronautics Board has 
proposed 13 cities as new U.S. 
airline "gatew ays” for flights 
to Europe and has picked Delta 
Air L in es and N orthw est 
Airlines as new transatlantic 
carriers. 
If approved by President 
Carter, the decision would open 
new non-stop routes from 
northern states to Scandanavia, 
from the South to Paris, and 
from Texas and the Midwest to 
London. 
The tentative route assign­ 
ment, reached Monday, was the 
second major CAB action on 
transatlantic air service in less 
than a week. The board Friday 
approved a $256 round-trip 
standby fare between New 


York and London.

Growing older 


New therapy for atherosclerosis

The number one killer in most in­ 
dustrial countries today is heart dis­ 
ease. 
And it is the one present or 
future ailment which causes more 
worry than any other to the aging 
population 
For the information in this column 
I am indebted to my golfing partner 
Dr Benjamin Littman. who gave up 
a busy private practice in New York 
to study the coronary problems of 
the aging at Mount Sinai Hospital in 
Miami Beach. Fla. and the Miami 
Veterans Administration Hospital. 
By this time we should understand 
the risk factors associated with cor­ 
onary heart disease. These include 
heredity, 
aggressiveness, 
perfec­ 
tionism and tension, cholesterol, 
obesity, inactivity and too much 
smoking 
And we are constantly 
told what to do and what not to do to 
prevent and delay our own heart at­ 
tack. 
But those who have already been 
stricken by atherosclerosis are in a 
higher risk group to have another 
heart attack. 
Atherosclerosis is 
basically insufficient nourishment 
to the heart because of clogged cor­ 
onary arteries. The heart becomes 
less efficient as a pump and this in­ 
duces chest pain, disturbed rhythm, 
heart failure — and death 
The 
cause probably is that the arteries 
are coated with plaque, which Doc­ 
tor Littman compares to rust in a 
pipe 
There are billions of particles 
called platelets in the bloodstream. 
They drop out at a point of injury or 
bleeding and help form a clot, thus 
preventing bleeding to death 
However, in a channel already 
n arrow ed by an atherom atous 
plaque, an additional clot could 
close off the artery and prevent 
nourishm ent to the heart muscles 
supplied by that artery and so bring 
on another heart attack 
C a rd io v a sc u la r surgeons now 
provide new pathways for these 
clogged areas. 
But this is m ajor 
surgery, a drastic and often neces- 


sary approach to prolong life. 
However, the surgery doesn’t slow 
down the natural progression of 
arteriosclerosis. 
People who have already had 
heart attacks are known to have 
plaque in the coronary arteries. Can 
they be protected from having their 
arteries become more clogged or 
will they be required to undergo sur­ 
gery as a last resort to stay alive? 
Man has produced many wonder 
drugs to overcome the ravages of 
disease — foxglove or digitalis for 
heart failure, quinine for m alaria, 
morphine and its derivatives for 
relief of pain, diuretics for dropsy 
and penicillin and antibiotics to con­ 
trol infectious disease 
And now the National Heart and 
Lung Institute may have come up 
with another wonder drug which 
may prevent clogging on top of the 
existing plaque in the coronary 
artery, and prolong life for many. 
The name of the new wonder drug 
is aspirin. The institute had started 
a nationwide program seeking 5,000 
men and women under the age of 70 
who have had their last myocardial 
infarction within the last five years, 
and who can norm ally tolerate 
aspirin. They will participate in a 
program to ascertain whether this 
common drug will actually prevent 
further heart attacks. 
They will be given complete car­ 
diological 
checkups, 
chem ical 
profiles, 
electrocardiogram s and 
chest X-rays three tim es a year 
The results will be given to the per­ 
son’s own doctor so there will be no 
in te r f e r e n c e in th e n o rm a l 
physician-patient relationship. 
Who knows9 
Maybe that little 
white pill we’ve been taking for our 
headaches may also prove to be a 
life saver or a life extender for so 
many of us

approved by board

acres of Santa Ynez Valley land 
in a single block just north of 
the town of Santa Ynez was ap­ 
proved by the Board of Super­ 
visors in a 4-1 vote Monday.

Fletcher, of Santa Maria, who 
voted against the rezoning from 
one-acre residential estate and 
five-acre agricultural district 
to 10-acre limited agricultural 
district, said the downzoning 
would have the affect of making 
valley land available eventually 
“only to the super-rich " 
Fletcher also had opposed 
previous downzoning of some 
30.000 a c r e s of V a lle y 
agricultural land earlier this 
year, ridiculing as he did Mon­ 
day the contention of rezoning 
advocates that it would, among 
other things, save agricultural 
land 
But his co n ten tio n s ran 
counter to the strong feelings of 
a large contingent of Valley 
groups and individuals who had 
also backed rezoning on the 
grounds that it would prevent a 
too rapid residential develop­ 
ment on one-acre lots, thus 
le a d in g to m o re sew ag e 
problems by proliferation of 
septic tanks 
The four supervisors voting 
for the downzoning ordinance to 
go into effect 30 days after 
adoption Monday showed no 
sign of hesitancy in their vote, 
despite the filing of a $900.000 
damage suit against them last 
week in a downzoning case. 
The hours-long public hearing 


in tne County Administration 
Building in Santa B arbara 
followed for the most part the 
same script as occurred before 
the County Planning Commis­

HOUSTON (UPI) - University of 
Houston quarterback Danny Davis says 
it is about time people started taking him 
seriously. 
The talkative Davis has not been com­ 
pletely ignored in the past, but observers 
of Southwest Conference football just 
shrugged last year when Davis showed 
up for Houston’s first game wearing a T- 
shirt inscribed “ 1976 SWC Champs.” 
It was the Cougars’ first year playing 
for the conference championship and 
Davis delivered on his prediction, 
leading them to the Cotton Bowl as SWC 
co-champions. 
He was wearing a different T-shirt 
Monday night as he led Houston to a pair 
of second-half touchdown marches in a 
17-13 season-opening victory over the 
UCLA Bruins. 
After he shed his uniform in the locker 
room Davis exposed a new T-shirt, this 
one reading. “ 1977 National Champs.” 


“ This game wasn’t much to look at, 
but I did what I had to do," said Davis, a 
5-11, 183-pound junior, who is the stepson 
of a Dallas minister. 


“ People listen to me off the football 
field,” he said. “ But I still find people 
who think Houston was a fluke last 
year.” 


Junior running back Theodis Brown of 
UCLA, the only sophomore to rush for 
1,000 yards in Pacific Eight Conference 
history, dislocated his right elbow in the 
second quarter. UCLA kicking specialist 
Frank Corral suffered a broken jaw. 


“ I don’t feel very good about this 
g a m e ,” said UCLA coach T erry 
Donahue. “ Doctors tell me both of the 
players will be out six weeks.” 


Three times in the second half the 
Bruins moved deep into Houston’s end of 
the Field as they tried to expand a 13-3 
lead. Once they were driven back and 
twice reserve kicker Mike Coulter m is­ 
sed short field goals. 


“ The loss of their kicker hurt them 
about as much as our fumbling through 
the end zone," said Houston Coach Bill 
Yeoman, who earned his 100th victory. 


Houston lost six of seven fumbles with 
Davis losing four of them. When Houston 
needed a catalyst, however, Davis took 
control and drove his team on touchdown 
drives of 93 and 80 yards. 


Houston only has five days to prepare 
to play Penn State on Saturday after­ 
noon 


“ There will no problem getting 
ready,” Davis said. “ Just look around. 
There’s no one hurt. All we had was 
cram ps out there tonight. If I wanted to 
right now I could get 50 players to go 
back out there tonight and play Penn 
State in 15 minutes.”

Santa Ynez YFL has fallen on hard times

Despite many difficulties, the Santa 
Ynez Valley division of Santa Barbara’s 
Youth Football League will begin the 
se a so n S a tu r d a y w ith th e a n ­ 
nual Jamboree to be held at Santa Bar­ 
bara City College. 
“ We’ve had so many problems this 
year,” said Valley director Warren 
Dawson “ Getting volunteers to assist 
with the program has been a m ajor one. 
If it weren’t for a few hard-working peo­ 
ple whom you never hear about, I don’t 
know how we would have gotten things 
going.” 
Many parents of the over 100 boys age 
eight through 15 playing YFL football 
this year have expressed dismay at the 
high expense of the program. “ It costs 
$35 for the first boy to register and $25 
for each one after that,” Dawson noted. 
“ I figure it can easily reach about $100 
or more per child to play football with 
the YFL during one season. You have to 
consider the cost of football shoes, mis­ 
cellaneous equipment not provided by 
the YFL. fund-raising ticket sales picked 
up by the parents, gasoline and time get­ 
ting the boys to and from practice ses­ 
sions at Santa Ynez Valley High School, 
and the physical exam required by the 
YFL rules.” 
This last item has been a particular 
sore spot for parents of teammembers 
because, Dawson said, in the Santa Bar­ 
bara area, doctors volunteer a few hours 
on registration day, doing the exam 
without charge. 
“ In the valley, no doctor contacted 
would volunteer the four hours of time 
needed for our registration,” Dawson 
said. Consequently, local parents have 
had to add the exam as an extra cost. 
Seven games will be played on Satur­ 
days during the coming season. Of those, 
only three will be played in the Valley. 
The other four will be held at the Y FL 
fields on Las Positas St. in Santa Bar­ 
bara. 
Home games are scheduled with the 
season opener on Sept. 24, then Oct. 8 and 
Oct. 29. On those dates, all local teams 
will play in the Valley; one at 10 a.m., 
noon and 2 p.m. 
“ We have four teams this year,” 
Dawson said. “ At first, we weren’t going 
to have the YFL Pirates, the senior divi­ 


sion team, but the team got enough 
members and was recently added. At 
present. Y FL directors in Santa Barbara 
say the Pirates will play only six games 
this season. However, a schedule hasn't 
been released yet,” Dawson continued. 


Valley teams include the Suns for the 
youngest age group coached by Bob 
Bruhn. the Colts coached by Gary 
Brown; and the Trojans coached by John 
Fredrick of Santa Barbara. 
Pirate coach is John Hamson, also of 


Santa Barbara, who travels from his 
work in Ventura to the Valley almost dai­ 
ly so the team would have leadership. 
“ We just couldn’t get a local volunteer to 
coach the teams this year," Dawson 
noted. “ Getting coaches has been

another major difficulty.’’ 
Communications between Santa Bar­ 
bara YFL directors and the Valley group 
has been difficult, Dawson said, par­ 
ticularly the foul-ups with the issue of 
uniforms. 
“ Only one team got their uniforms as 
scheduled,” he said. “ Even though I 
checked the dates and times three times 
during the scheduling meeting, parents 
and coaches made the trip to Santa Bar­ 
bara and either had to return another 
day or were made to wait hours while 
Santa Barbara teams were placed ahead 
of Valley teams 
“ You wouldn't believe the names I’ve 
been called over this, and yet, I went 
over and over the dates and times with 
Santa Barbara before hand.” 
For a while, the Snack Shack, operated 
by mothers of teammembers during 
home games and a source of income for 
the program, didn’t appear to be possi­ 
ble. 
“ A gain, there ju st w eren’t 
volunteers.” Dawson said. 
But. under the direction of Mrs. Bob 
Bruhn. the Snack Shack will be open 
“ Getting mothers to work during the 
games is a headache," he added. “ Last 
year, my wife was in charge and she 
spent a lot of time phoning to get only a 
few that would do it.” 
Backbone for the YFL program is the 
group of team mothers in charge of a 
host of details. “ If it weren’t for the 
great group we have, there would be 
even more problems,” Dawson said. 


Much of the expense for the YFL 
program stems from costs surrounding 
the purchase and maintenance of the 
Santa Barbara YFL fields. The land was 
developed into two adjacent fields a few 
years ago and a substantial amount has 
to be paid each year against the out­ 
standing loans on the property, ac­ 
cording to the YFL budget. 


Also, the program employs profes­ 
sional referees, paid for their time and 
fully trained in Y FL rules. “ If it weren’t 
done this way, we’d have a battlefield 
out there during the games between 
coaches, players, refs and parents,” 
Dawson noted. 


Volunteers are still needed to man the 
down indicator and act as linemen during 
the games, according to Dawson.

LOS ANGELES (UPI) - Despite a 
lackluster pre-season showing, Joe 
Namath has won the Los Angeles Ram s’ 
starting quarterback battle from second- 
year NFL pro Pat Haden, head coach 
Chuck Knox announced Monday. 
At the same time, the Rams an­ 
nounced that they have put veteran Tom 
Dempsey, their regular placekicker the 
past two seasons, and Jim Bertelsen, a 
five-year pro running back, on waivers. 
In a move to get their roster down to 43 
players, the Rams also waived wide 
receiver Freeman Johns and linebacker 
Mel Rogers 
Namath. 34. played the first three 
quarters of the R am s’ 21-0 exhibition loss 
to the Super Bowl champion Oakland 
Raiders Friday night while Haden ap­ 
peared in the fourth quarter. 
The Rams finished with a 1-5 exhibi­ 
tion record, losing their last four in a 
row. They’re at Atlanta Sunday in their 
league opener. 
Haden, who wound up last season as 
the Ram s’ No. 1 quarterback over Jam es 
Harris and Ron Jaworski, and Namath, 
who was signed as a free agent by Los 
Angeles in June after playing 12 years 
with the New York Jets, each started 
tnree pre-season games with Haden hav­ 
ing the better statistics. 
Haden quarterbacked the Ram s to 55 
points in the six exhibitions while 


Namath produced just 20 points. Namath 
completed 23-of-52 passes for 327 yards 
and one touchdown. Haden was 34-of-71 
for 465 yards and five TDs. Both were in­ 
tercepted five times. 
Namath received a standing ovation 
when he came onto the Coliseum turf for 
his first appearance as a Ram against 
Minnesota Aug. 6 but he was booed lusti­ 
ly at the start of the second half against 
Oakland. 
There has been conjecture in the local 
m edia th at R am ow ner C a rro ll 
Rosenbloom, whose Baltimore Colts lost 
to Namath and the Jets in the 1969 Super 
Bowl shocker, has intended for Namath 
to start all along. 
Rosenbloom has steadfastly denied 
that he calls the quarterback shots and 
said that is up to his coach, Knox. There 
was a lot of local controversy on that 
subject last season when Haden, a pop­ 
ular former University of Southern Cali­ 
fornia star, was chosen over Harris and 
Jaworski. 
Harris was traded to the San Diego 
Chargers and Jaworski, who played out 
his option last year, was shipped to the 
Philadelphia Eagles during the off­ 
season. Both are now starters. 
The Ram s’ No. 3 quarterback this year 
is rookie Vince Ferragamo, a fourth- 
round draft choice from Nebraska. 
Dempsey, an eight-year pro who was 


at New Orleans and Philadelphia before 
coming to the Ram s in 1975, holds the 
NFL record — 63 yards — for the longest 
field goal kicked. He set it for New 
Orleans against Detroit in 1970. 
The R am s said two soccer-style 
kickers — Tony DiRienzo of Brazil, who 
attended Oklahoma, and Rafael Septien 
of Mexico, who went to Southwest 
Louisiana — were vying for the 30-year- 
old Dempsey’s job 
Dempsey hit 17-of-26 field goal at­ 
tempts and 36-of-44 extra point tries for 
87 points last season. His longest field 
goal was 49 yards. 
Bertelsen, 27, a 5-11, 205-pounder who 
was a Wishbone star at University of 
Texas, was a four-year starter for the 
Rams but lost his regular job to 1973 
Heisman Trophy winner John Cappelletti 
last season He carried the ball only 42 
times for 155 yards. 
Bertelsen, a superb blocker, had his 
best season in 1973 when he ran for 854 
yards on 206 carries. In five years with 
Los Angeles, he rushed for 2,466 yards 
and 16 TDs on 614 carries and caught 88 
passes for 1,014 yards and two scores. 
Bertelsen has been hampered by bad 
knees the past two years. 
The Rams put Donnie Hickman, a 
rookie guard from USC who was a fifth- 
round draft choice, on the injured 
reserve list.
